— But be this as it may, as there is a.c trariety of. opinion on.thís 
point; $&nd-as there onght to be no doubt, as to:who constitutes the 
Legislature.of the State;.1 deem it wise and ptoper,that.you should 


insert jt as,a-part,of the Constitution: thereby removing all doubt: 


or cavil on this vital question. — m

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I will next call your attention to the Levee System, it being truly a 
question of great and paramount importance to the State. And 
I suppose that in doing so, I will be permitted to assume, that 
after all the money which has been expended, and all the experi- 
. ence which has been gained, and the success which has attended it; 
that the system is to be.continued ; and.that the only question for 
your corisidération, will be, how: can this great work be most cer. 
tainly accomplished? With entire security given to the bottom 
lands of the Mississippi River—our State. would embrace the 
largest and richest body of land in the world of a similar charac- 
ter; ital] being peculiarly adapted to the growth of our great staple, 
Cotton—being of itself sufficient, if fully reclaimed and cultivated, 
to produce as much, or more cotton than is now produced in the 
whole cotton growing region of the United States. It has been 
said, that the world once looked'to the Nile for bread—in-all time 
to come, it will have to look to the valley of the Mississippi for 
cotton. In this viewof our position, the levee system assumes an 
importance: scarcely to be appreciated—so important that I pre- 
sume no one can be found, so blind to the true interest of the State,. 
as to hesitate, in aiding by proper legislation to effect this great 
work—by which the individual and aggregate wealth of the State’ 
would be increased at least $300,000,000. This may appear when 
superficially considered, to'be a very large estimate óf the value o f 
the bottom lands of the Mississippi river in‘ this State. But it is 
assuridly an approximation to the true Value of- those landa. ` It is. 
estimated that the quantity of reclaimable land in the State, is not 
less than 3,000,000 ‘of acres, (and many say as much as 5,000,000 
ofacres.) This at $100 per aċre is three hundred millions‘of dollars. 
And no one who is informed on the subject, can doubt, that these’ 
lands are cheaper at $108 per acre, with entire protection from: 
overflow, than any other lands in the State, as a present, with the 
obligation to cultivate them. For instance, the interest on $100 
is $8 per annum. This is.the land rent, of an acre of bottom 
land, at $100 per acre. Now every body who ‘knows anything of 
the production of this land, as compared with the ‘other lands of 
the State, knows thatit will produce in either corn or cotton, eight ` 
dollars per acre more, than any other lands,—if &o; the propo. 
sition above stated ‘is proved. This is not only trae, but the 
truth is not half told, for unquestionably, with entire exemption 
from overflow, the river lands are moré certain fo produce abale ` 
of cotton per acre, than: are two acres of the: other lands-of-the — 
State, to make the like quantity. ‘This would make the-différence: 
in production $20 per acre, instead of eight, estimating the--bate 
of cotton at 400 pounds aud the price at I0 cents. The foregoing esti. ' 
mates, are made upon the supposition of an entire exemption from: 

verflow. But admit this to be unattainable (as many think) and

that occasionally in extraordinary seasons, (such as the one just 
past) we may have crevasses and partial loss of the.crop, the river 
lands even then, are far.better than any other, and would sell at . 
$50 per acre—thus adding even, in this view of the question $150- 
000,000, to the aggregate wealth of the State. - But this is again 
ibut stating half the benefits,of the Levee system, for with entire 
security, or even partial security, an other 300,000,000. worth of 
‘labor, wealth and population would be invited to our State. from the. 
‘other States -of the Union—thus making Mississippi the Empire 
State of the Soutb—which she is destined to be, if we are buttrue 
‘to euselves; and fully develop the resources, which.a.kind Provi- 
dence has placed within our reach. . Think what our State may 
be, with these improvements, and what it must be, with.the aban- 
denment of the Levee system, If youabandon the- Levees, you - 
forever restore the swamp lands to the beasts of the forests and 
the aligators of the lakes and bayous. . Thus making them the - 
fruitful sources of disease and death, instead of the: healthful - 
abodes of a wealthy, refined and enterprising populatioa—for with- 
out the Levees, with here and there an.exception, the whole 
-swamp country is comparatively valuless. „Such. being the true 
state of the facts, the subject is entitled to your most earnest and 
-serious consideration. "That is, how on the one hand the good may 
be attained; and on the. other, the evil may be avoided. I admit 
thaf this is a question of great difficulty—but the difficulty js notin 
-deciding to undertake the work, but in determining upon what will . 
he the best system—and what mode of taxation, will be. the. best 
:and fairest, for giving practical efficiency to whatever system may _ 
‘be adopted. Ihave reflected much on this subject; and have de- 
liberately eome to the conclusion, that at least, from Vicksburg te 
the Tennessee’ line, there ought to be but one- system, or plan of 
operations—and that all the powers necessary ta success, should he 
‘vested in one set of Comthissioners—and. that all the swamp lands 
- should be taxed at the. rate of at least 10 cents per acre—thus . - 
raising the sum of $300,000 rer annum from the land alone—and , 
in addition to this, I would reccommend that a tax of 1 of one. per 
cent. be imposed upon all the taxable property in the swamp coun- 
ties; which would be a tax of 8250 per annum, on an estate. 
worth $100,000. This would raise the further sum of $250,000, -. ` 
supposing the taxable property in those countiestoamount to $100,- 
000,000. "This.mixed or double system of taxation, Í think. is 
fairer than either, throwing the whole burthen on the land per acré 
—or a general tax on valuation—as the land which is unimproved 
will in proportion to value, be most benefited--and where theré is, - 
a crop upon the land, the labor or crop ought to. pay forthe protec- . 
tion given. ; It will be for you, provided you adopt the foregoing 
suggestions, to say at What rate of valuation negroes and other .

should be assessed. . p 
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Some auch system as the above, in my epinion, is absolutely ne- 
nessary to the success of this great undertaking, and I have thrown 
out the foregoing suggestions of a “system, arid of & rode of taxa- 
tion, with a view of calling your attention ‘strongly to the import. _ 
ance of thé subject. [admit the tax would for afew years be to: 
some extent bürtheusome ;‘ but halfway medsüres are worse than 
` useless. They would be a waste of money and labor. “The stim 
which I propose to raise, upon the supposition of there’ being ' 
$100,000,000 of taxable’ property in the swamp, and. 3,000,000 
acres of land would be $550,000, whith is’ nothing, absolutely 
nothing, as compared with the losses of the present and past:years, . 
from overflow. The loss upon the crop of cotfon alone, for the 
present season, cannot be less than 200,000 bales, which at $40 
per bale, is $8,000,000—and this is not“one-half of the’ loss,—for 
the provision crop of every kind for 1857 has been consumed in 
the attempt to make the crop of 1858—and the provision crop of 
1858 has been entirely destroyed, and ‘provisions for 1859 are yet 
to be purchased—also, all the expences of the plantation, family, 
&c., have been as usual, and for them there ig no returning profit, 
while many have lost largely of stock, and many others who were 
iridebted, but perfectly able to meet their engagements, with full 
crops, are now deeply embarrassed, or hopelessly insolvent. Thus 
it is apparent, that the cotton crop is not one half of the actual 
loss. But suppose it to be all. It alone is $8,000,000, the inter- 
est upon which is $640,000 per annum, which is lost forevet4- 
that is for this year and for every year yet to comé—-to which add 
all the losses of past seasons—and the amount is absolutely fearful 
to contemplate. ‘This is continued forever; whereas, the tax would . 
be but for two or three years or four or five at most. Now if it be 
possible ought we not to provide against such losses in the future, 
and which, without your efficient action, must, and will, again and . 
again occur, from year to year, unless the swamp be abandoned ? 
This ought not to be thought of, but on ,thé contrary, the work 
should be forthwith undertaken and pressed forward- to completion, 
and in my opinion, more .with regard to ultimate security, than 
economy of expenditure. a a . 

I ‘am aware that objections will be made tothe above recommen- 
dations, on the ground that they will not operate equally; that some 
will be more benefitted than others, and that some may have more 
to pay than others. Such objections if heeded, would arrest all 
legislation, particularly taxation. For it is a Eutopian dream to 
expect, that the taxes can in their use, reach all alike ; if so, there 
would. be no motive for taxation, as each person would get his ‘own 
money back again. Practical legislators must resist ‘such objec- 
‘tions—they have no merit. An individual could, with the same 
propriety, object to pay his proportion of the tixes necessary to 
the support of thé Lunatic Asylum; on the ground that he was so 
fortunate as to have no insane member of his family, and was

Tän truly say, that^all which We. wowended fór"futere progress, 
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.On the East we have the Mobile and Ohio Railroad runing 
through the whole length of the State. On the West we have 
the New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Railroad, entering 
the State near the South. West^cotner—and after traversing ‘the 
State over 300 ‘miles, going ott of it near the North-East corner. 
Thus intersecting diagonally the whole State.- Then we have the 
Mississippi Central and the Mississippi and Tennessee toads sup- 
plying the wants of the North-Western-portion of the State: The 
Charleston and Memphis Road passes along ^ near ‘our Northern 
border, entering the State in Tishomingo, traverses it about thirly- 
miles: And we have in progress, in addition to all those, the South. 
ern Road, passing through the Capital and intersecting the State 
from east to west. Thus we now have roads in progress, which whén 
finished will bring into almost every part of the State, the facilities 
of social and commercial intercourse. But none of these roads . 
are yet completed, or even so near their completion, asto give but 
partially the public facilities for which their construction was origi- 
nally undertaken—nor are they yet so fir advanced ‘as to give 
remunerating dividends to those who have so-nobly embarked their 
capital in them. ‘The question which now presents itself for your 
consideration and solution is, how can these various roads be com. 
pleted, in any reasónable length of time—and their benefits diffused 
to the whole people of-the State. EAE. "E 
I have A S anxiously upon this- subject ; arid am. con. 
strained to say to you, that I can see no meas for their early éom- 
pletion but by the interposition of State aid. :'Fhe- self-sdcrificing 
and patriotic portion of the ‘people, who originally entered üpon 
these great works, have exhausted their means, and: the ‘credit of 
the different companies is so much affected’ by the panic and dis. 
trust of the financial crisis of ‘last season,:as to be ‘valuless’ for 
any useful or pratical putpose.': The “bonds of the different com. 
panies are in some ‘instances entirely ‘unsatable 5. and in others 
where they can be sold’ it is at the most ruinous rate of discount. 
Thus making the roads to-cost much more than. their true cash 
value—and in the end inevitably throwing a heavy loss upon the 
-. stock holders, or those who may hereafter trade or travel upon * 
‘these roads. For of course the charges for transportation, must 
have a certain relation tothe cost of the road. "Thus if the road 
costs 20 or 30 per cent. more than jt ought to have cost, the trans- 
portation upon such. road must forever, be, from 20 to 30 per cent. 
' dearer than it otherwise. might have been. . Thereby ultimately 
throwing the entire loss upon those whose necessities may require 
their uses 7 —- ` i Pci 
Jt is true that in the first instance the loss falls upon the stock 
holders. But.in the end it is almost certain to be thrown Upon the 
: labor of. the country. From this view ef the question ‘it is appa- 
rent, that the only way for the people to bave cheap transportation, 
ie to pay the money necessary to make cheap roads— we are all— 
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I am aware that many:objections.may ‘be: made to taxation for 
- the ‘purpose of -internal improvements». Byt. sueh.objections in the 
main, apply to cases:to be undertaken. end managed entirely by the 
State-and not tothose where the State merely lends assistance, 
to pre-existing undertakings. Our roada have already, cost. over 
$20,000,000 in stocks, loans and income expended.iu. construction 
. by individuale. and: corporations. ;;Fhis is am:.carnest, and pledge 
for-fidelity in niandgement.--E think: that there is jo State in the

I would therefore; in aid of. these great and benificent works, 
recommend:that'a.tax:of -of one percent be;levied upon all the 
‘taxable property of the State, out side of: that. heretofore pr oposed 
to-be taxed for Levee’ pirposes—and that on-the payment of: this 
tex; thetax‘payér: should: be:-entitled: to 9,-receipt from the Tax 
Collector, showing that the money was paid far-and en account of 
the‘ railroad tax--and which tax receipt may-be convertible, at the 
will of the holdér;into the:-stock of. any-of-the railroads of the 
State, so far's ‘mich road may -hdve -been a recipient from. the — 
: State, or account of the proposed tax: This would be but. small 
bürthen upon any óne, while-:it would be a great godd to the whole 
State ; adding rict-less than $50,000,000.of value. to her aggregate 
wealth—thereby eektteriug. broadcast, throughout her borders, all 
the bountiós ‘and bléssings of ah untramelied.agriculture and copal 


merce--acóbirpanied by w genera! moral. and social improvement 
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of the people: - This tax thus bénificent in its effects; would be. but 
a nominal (not real,) burthen ; asthe owner of-an estate, of.,8100,. 
000, -wóüld pay anfually only $250, — And there:are but. few. mén 
, inthe State, ouufside- of the: river conties, .wh6é would .not-. be 
directly benfited more" than this sum: and E greatly. doubt if there 
is one in the whole State who would not-he "benefited directly «or 
indirectly to this extent; while to many the.benefit would be four- 
fold. ` But suppose that here and there, there may;be an individual 
‘who may receive no pecuniary benefit; he at least will bave -the 
noble satistaction of ‘having contributed to the general good of his 
neighbors, friends and. countrymen: He would-be proud of the 
fact, that he: had responded .to.the duties and obligations. of a 
generous patriotism ; and that he had acted. upon the ; still higher 
obligation -ot doing unto others às he. would that they should do 
unto him. . That he had obeyed the great commandment: to love 
his neighbor as himself.. Is not such & feeling worth more than 
the money that it will cost? Money is but. trash when compared 
with those generous emotions that rise up. spontaneously -in the 
human heart, under the consciousness of a noble act. But do 
‘not myself, believe that the :money cost. will be; anything, which 
will not at an early day, be either directly or indirectly. returaed. 
And so deeply am I convinced" on this -point, that I. not only, ask, 
but beseech you to impose this tax on myself in..common- with 
‘others ;- and I will esteem it a benefit —thongh even now my gin 
house is within 10 miles of a railroad depot. This is to me a present 
: facility far beyond that now. enjoyed by. a very large majority.of 
the people of the State. . Suppos@ this tax to be imposed even for 
four years, (and I do not believe that half. the time. will be; neces- 
sary,) it would, as before stated, be but. $1,000 on $100,000; it 
would only be-a change.in an investment, shat might otherwise be 
"put in a negro, a small piece of land, or some other property, to an 
investment in railroad stock, and which I believe so soon as the 
. róads are finished will.pay a dividend of at least from 8 to 10 
per éent. per annum; which is as profitable as planting or any 
‘other safé form of investment, EX 
I have given the effect upon the planter worth $100,000. I 

will now give its effect upon the small farmer, who ownso taxable - 
property but his 80-acres of land, worth $5 per acre.- This would 
make his taxable property $400, upon which a tax of $ of one. per 
cent. would be but one. dollar—while if he makes 5. bales of 
'eotton, and saves but one dollar per bale in freight. and general 
_ Charges, he would have saved. five-dollars for the one. he bad con. 

tributed to the road. But this is riot half of the good it would do 
him, it would double the valie of his land, would enable him to 
. diversify his labor, . would furnish him.a-reauy market for every 
“pushet of corn, shingle; hoop-pole, or anything and everything he 
' might make. From this course of reasoning it.is apparent that we 
are all interested in the completion of our roads. And what so 
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easy as to cortiplete them? ‘I willsuppose thé próperty above pro 
posed to be ied töbe worth $400,000,000; whieli:is'&rn-Approxi-: 
mation to the true válue—-a tax of 3 of one‘per cént. om this sum 
would raise annually’ $1,000,000 7: which ‘in’ fóut»years;: or -much 
less, with the individual efforts it would excite, would finish-all our 
roads now jn progress. For it is ‘mor6‘than ‘probable, that the 
imposition ‘of stich a‘ tax, would inspire: such a confidence, in: the 
bonds of the different railroad companies as to make them saleable 
atpar, ‘atid thereby enable the’ companies’ forthwith to complete 
the roads. ' Thus after‘even one year, justifying a repeal of the tax; 
‘Or the tax, after that time} might be continued, and the proceeds 
of it, in the wisdom of the Legislature, could be. applied to: the 
great State work, of making: the Gulf: aiid : Ship Island; Railroad ; 
which already has a reversionary interest ‘in all the investments 
heretofore made by the State in the different: railroads, '.:After such - 
an ultimate declaration. of purpose, there would be-no further dif.

But on the contrary; thisigréat work would be forthwith undertaken, 
and progress rapidly to an early completion. Thus prepairing the 
means of büilding tip withiu ‘our own borders, a great:sea port 
‘city—on as healthful à locality :as is to. be found in the: world.

" A capactous'and sécurely sheltered harbor exists on our:sea coast, 
‘haying a depth of water sufficient to floàt the heaviest ton iage ém- 
ployed in "the commerce of the gulf:*-The entrance.to it. from the 
soa is free from'obstacles, and thé approach to i£ from the-main 
Jand presents no difficülties “which” ‘cannot be easily. urmoun:ed, 
"To rénder this harbor ‘available’ and thus:secire the commercial 
independence of tlie*Biate; is the'düty -of her Government, and 
should be thé pride of Her citizens. ‘It isa measure of vast pub. 
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lic importance, if not of absolute public necessity, and should còm- 


. mand the serious attention of those charged with the administra- 


tion of the State Government. It was doubtless proper at the 
outset to indeavor to enlist private capital and individual enterprise 


‘as auxiliary to. the construction of the railroad leading to the har- 


bor; but when it becomes manifest that the first great step towards 
its development, making it the depot of a great thoroughfare for 
commerce and travel, must fail without direct aid from the Sta te, it 
is the plain duty of her government, by some decisive action, to 
give the assurance that the required aid will be granted. 

The indications of public feeling in regard to the enterp rise, af- 
ford abundant assurance that its importance is properly appreciated, 
and it is apparent that a’ measure by: which the State shall recog- 
nize and adopt it, and by which a purpose to carry it out shall be 
unequivocally evinced, will afford great gratification to the people 
at large. Such a measure would at once render the lands which 
have been granted by the General Government, on the line of the 
projected railway to aid its construction, at once available for that 
purpose, by furnishing the assurance upon which their value de. 
pends, and it would incite private capital. It would attract it to the 
line and Seuthern terminus of the road, and stimulate private en- 
terprise to lay the foundation of a city on.the seaboard in anticipa- 
tion of the completion of the road. 

At the last session of the Legislature an.act was passed appoint- 


ing Commissioners to organize a company under the existing charter 


of the Gulf and Ship Island Railroad, which was granted in 1851. 
By the terms of the charter the.sum of $150,000 is required to be 
subscribed to the capital stock before this organization can take 
place. The Commissioners. proceeded with zeal aud fidelity to 
perform their duty. . Books of subscription have been opened, and 
such progress has been made in obtaining subscriptions as to afford 
& well-grounded hope that the company will be.speedily organized. 
More than two-thirds of the required amount have been already 
subscribed. The company when organized will not then be 
enabled to avail themselves of any donation in aid of the con- 
struction -of the road, except by the General Government. The 
grant is liberal, but much the larger portion of the lands to which 


‘the company will be entitled, are ill adapted to agriculture. "They. 


are however, -covered with timber of immense value. These 
lands in quantity will probably amount to 500,000 acres, but a sale 
of them is absolutely dependent on the assurance which can be 
afforded to purchasers that the road will. be completed so as to 
farnish the means of rendering the timber a practical element of 
value. The investments by the State are prospective and con- 
tingent. The investment from the Interal Improvement fund, 
amounting to $733,950, consists of stocks to the credit . of this 
fund. in other railroads of the State, and cannot be used until the 
stocks of those roads are at par value. That from the Taree per 
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cent. fund consists of bonds, having six years to run, amounting to . 
$104,750, which cannot be used. unti]the bonds, fall dué. It is 
apparent therefore; that the means {oi commencing the work, as at 
present provided, are to. be drawn altogether from private sources, 
and though the subscriptions will doubtless reach the amount neces- 
sary to justify the organization of the company.underthe-charter, _ 
it is not probable, under the, doubts which hang, over the. subject; 
that they will amount fo a sum sufficient to warrant the company in ^ 
entering upon the work. Therg.,is s general and settled belief - 
that without some aid from:the State, the important enterprise cana- 
not be carried out, .;"Ehere isa reluctance on the part of those- 
otherwise. inclined to ‘subseribe.to.the stock, to do so until there: ` 
shall be a decisive manifestation on, the part of the State "Goverh- 
ment towards.the road. In this condition. of things the action ef" 
the Legislature is looked to with deep interest as involving (hé fate ^ 
of this great measure, Firmly: impressed. with.ita vast importance, 
I earnestly commend it to your serious consideration. ‘It shoüld be 
borne in mind that beyond.the sum of 85,000 devoted to'the ‘sur-- ` 
vey of the route, the State has uppropriated nothing out of herown 
treasury tothe enterprise. . ‘The power,to- employ. the means for 
such a purpose undoubtedly exists: in the Legislature; and though 
-the people: properly scrutinize all measures tending to lay : burdéiis - 
on the treasury, tliey are prepared to approve whatever action may 
be cleagly..demanded- by the great interests of the Stafe: In this :- 
view of the subject [ would .submit. to you, in the event of your - 
adopting the tax of }-6f one per cent., whether or not it would. be

That there will be objections to the proposed taz, I am not pér- 
mitted to doubt, and it is for you to hear and determine upon the © 
force and justice of those-objections, while actihg with a sitigle 
view to the public good; -By a.decided course you may have to as. 
sume responsibility.ánd may expect te-ineet, with opposition, but you 
are already committed to the responsibilities of your official _ posi- 
tions, and from these duties you cannot shriük,—retaining -your 
own self-respect: Do that which you believe to be wise and just 
end expedient, and you, will in my opinion, be ‘sustained by the 
people.

` holders in companies; they have paid their subscriptions of stock 
"by issuing State ‘bonds for the-'amoünt; and these bonds 
have been sold to raise money, aiid generally at a heavy discount.

Now I would ask why should: we build od roada on credit, and at 
certain loss, when we are perfectly able to build them for cash, and 
hereby save 20 or 30 per cent. upon the cost of the roads There 
are no people in the world more able individdally, to pay for what 
they need, than the people of Mississippi. ‘shen why not do it?

COMMON SCHOOLS, ' ^. 


In Ee to our Common School system (if. system it may, be 

. called) I would recommend the appointment of-a Superintendent- 
in-Chief, whose duty it should be to travel over the State, lecturing 
and advising and directing as to those schools; and that he should an- 
nually réport to the. Goverhor on the first day of October, the con. 
dition, and pecuniary resources of these schools in each county in 
the Stete, with the number of.children being educated in them, 
and his views generally in reference to the leg'slation necessary 
to give efficiency to the Common Schoo] System. These are the 
schools in which the great body of the children of the State now 
are, and must continue to be educated. Théy are the People's 
Colleges, and it is most necessary that they should. have a heal— 

- that the People’s College should have a President,—evetything 
from which efficiency is effected has a head. Both your Houses 
have their heads or presiding officers—a Pyesident.of the Senate, 
and Speaker of the House—the University has its President, but 
the People's College has no head. This I look upon as so im- 
.. portant in the giving efficiency to any system ' which may ultimate- 
ly be adopted, that though I would like to recommend the extension 
.of aid in the education. of the poor children of the State ; still I 
am restrained from doing so, from the fact that there is no such 
organized system of responsibilities, as would ; give any assurance 
“4 that the aid would ever reach thogeifor whom it was intended. , I 
“am net aware of any objection sd can be made to the recom- . 
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mendation ‘in favor.of the appointment, of à Superintendent, un« . 


less it be the ¢ost, ‘and tliis is‘not worthy one montents ‘coristdera- 
tion, even Wére it to cost ten times what it wiil. - For-I bavé no 
doubt, that outside of its general -tsefulness, it^ will be'a great 
saving of money. If only the item of school: books Were taken 
into consideration.. As matters now stand, we have no system, 
but that which may be fourid in the fancy of each new ‘teacher, 
whom we may happen to employ; and though F have had a good 
deal to do with'schools, and téachérs,—I never have seén a new 
teacher which'did not lead to a new’ purchase of books; and thou- 
sands of dollars are thus annually wasted in the State—enough 


to pay the salaries of half a dozen ‘Superintendents. With a 


school system, arid Superintendent, this would not occur. In many 
of the States such an office‘ is créated by ‘the — Constiiutioh. 
So satisfied am I- of the importarice’-of this office, that I would 
advise, that no further appropriation for the purpose of Common 
Schools be made until after the creation -of such office. Respon- 


sibility ‘can’t be enforced without it. F would, however, recom. . 
mend to ‘your favorable consideration, the prepriety.of establishing ^ © 


oné or more Normal Schools for the éducatioti of female teachers, 
preparatory to the establishment of a Common School System. 
Thereby providing in time; home-educated "teachers. “This 

might be done in connection with some of our feninle schools or 
` colleges; ahd, though it may cost something, ' it ‘will be miohey 
well expended. “You heed have ‘no fear of paying tóo much for 
purposes of education—its value is beyond’ any estimate that can 
be made in ‘dollars and cénts, and in-my opinion this is asking but 
little in aid of female education, to which so far as I am informed, 
not one dollar. has ever been directly appropriated by the State ; 
though we have expended hundreds of thousands of dollars tor the 
benefit of the thieves and murderers; in the erection of a Peni- 
tentiary’; thus taxing the honest]abor and capital of the country 
for thé benefit of criminale. This is one of the, morbid excrese 
censes which has attached itself upon our institutions, grow- 
ing out of the over diluted philanthropy of the age. Let the 
money of the State be expended in the 'education of tlie people, 
and it will he a better appropriation, and prevent more crime 
than such institutions. Let the children of the State be socially 
' elevated by an increased intelligence, and ground them well in 
the principles of morality and religion. "This is the true way to 
prevent crime. 


THE MILITIA. 


It is my duty as prescribed by law, “to cause a report of the 
strength and condition of the militia, to be laid befote the Legisla- 
‘ture at each session thereof." This is impossible ; as there had 
-been an entire disórganization of the militia of the State until the 
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recent election. of. officers onthe first Monday in October, since 
which there has not. been the time necessary to. render such a re- 
port possible. I hope that for the future, we will have an, efficient, 
military organization.. Į deem it, however, absolutely necessary 
to -such efficiency, that you should, increase the’ salary of the 
Adjutant-General to at least 82,500 per. annum, and make it his 
duty to review each regiment in the State at least once.a year-— 
and to give him the power ‘to order the regimental parades, to en- 
able him so to arrange them as to pass from county to: county, 
without unnecessary loss. of time. : And also to make it his duty to. 
drill the officers of the regiments to be reviewed on the day pre- 
vious to such review. I would also suggest that a salary of $300 
should be paid annually to the Quarter-Master-Geneial for his: 
services; and also the further-sum of $250 be appropriated, if . 
so much be necessary for the hired labor required to the preser- 
vation of the State arms. The law requires the Quarter-Master- 
General to give bond and security for the faithful performance of 
his duties : among which duties is the proper preservation of the. 
arms—to attend to their distribution among the volunteer compa- 
nies of the State—to see to their being returned in-proper order, ` 
&c., &c., and for all which no compensation is allowed. This is 
mcre duty and responsibility than I could find any person iii 
to assume for the simple honors of the office ; and consequently 
have been obliged to pay to the Quarter-Master Geperal, out of 
the executive contingent fund, at the rate of four dollars per day, 
when actually employed in the duties of his office, and also to pay 
for the hired labor necessary to cleaning of the arms, and keeping: 
them in good order. [urge upon you this appropriation, for with 
out an efficient and active Adjutant-General, the military organi- , 
zation of the State will be a failure—and the provision for such an 
officer as that of Quarter-Master-General, ought not to be left to 
Executive discretion, nor thrown upon the contingent fund. 
. Ihave bad several applications for arms for volunteer cavalry 
companies, and one for a field piece for an artillery company, but 
have not been able to furnish them, as there are now no arms in 
the State arsenal but rifles and muskets—and they too will very. 
soon be exhausted, and as there are. how numerous volunteer com-. 
panies being formed in the State: and the amount of arms re- 
ceived from the Federal Government is entirely inadequate to meet 
the demand; 1 would, therefore, recommend that the sum of $10,. 
000, if so much be necessary, be appropriated for the purchase of 
arms, | 

The present law does not permit more than two volunteer com. * 
panies in one regiment--this is manifestly unequal, as some of the’ 
regiments have not more than 500 rank and file, while others have - 
over 2,000. I would, therefore, recommend that the law ‘bé so 
changed, as not to allow more than two companies to a regiment ` 
when its rank and file did not amount to more than 1,000—and 
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any be allowed for.each additional 500—.

panies, as one. of the means of éncouraging the ‘military spirit of 
the people. This spirit is the best -evidéncé of. pattiotism—and 
those. who love their country most, are ever most ready and will- 
ing to.defend it., .This spirit ought to be ‘éncouraged, in every 
State or nation—and in view of the „sectional agitation now dis~ 
turbing the confederacy, it is pecüliárly our duty to be prepared 
for any contingency. The strong arms ‘and brave hearts of free- 
men are the only reliable guards of liberty. ‘No peoplé can"tong 
be free, who are not ready and willing to defend their own rights 
and institutions.

As was my duty, I have appointed‘a Geologist forthe State, and 
I have the satisfaction of being able to say to you that Iam of the 
opinion that I have obtained a capable and energetic officer. His 
credentials were of"the very highest cháracter,: and my personal 
acquáintatice with hit, since his appointment, gives me great con- 
fidence in the expectation that we will soon have à survey, that 
will be alike creditablé to the Geologist, and useful to the State. 
I herewith transmit to you his report, in which he asks'for somc 
modification of existing laws, and-a.special-appropriation of $500, 
.to complete the chemical laboratory, and thatthe standing:appro- 
priation of $3,000 per annum, be raised to $4,800. This, as you 
will see from the report of the Geologist; is indispensably neces- 
sary to a prompt and satisfactory prosecution of the survey. : 


REPORT OF THE JOINT SELECT. COMMITTEE OF 
THE LEGISLATURE TO EXAMINE THE STA'TE

The jont report of the -Legislative Committee to examine the 
State offices, is herewith communicated to you, and I am gratified 
at being able to sayto you.that the examination was very thorough, 

‘and the results satisfactory. If will speak for itself There is 
however, one matter which it discusses, to which I would invite 
your special ‘attention ; ‘I refer to the disposition to be made of 
lands, on, which there is a failure to pay the taxes. I think the 
system recommended by the committe, is.more simple. eheaper,. - 
and better, both for the State and citizens. who may be in, dakak. 
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I would therefore urge its adoption, as both expedient ‘and néces- 
sary. I wouldalso recommend that some. disposition be made of: 
the swamp land scrip for 300,000 acres referred to in this report 
so as to make it available, either for State or levee purposes. 
have attended to the recommendation of the committee, and: have 
called upon the Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company, and have 
received from it stock to the amount of $2,100— in satisfaction of 
that sum expended by the State in locating lands granted to said 
company by the Federal Government in pursuance of the act of 
the Legislature on this subject. This satisfied the claim of'the 
State for the advance of the $2,100—but I find that by an act of 
the Legislature of the year 1852, section 4, page 95, the Auditor 
is required to charge the same amount to the Internal Improvement 
fund. This is wrong, and the Auditor ought to be instructed by.. 
act of the Legislature, to restore thé amount to the Internal. Im- 
provement fund—as otherwise the State will be twice paid, and 
the Internal Improvement fund account will show an'error of $2,- 
100. ‘Phe error has been corrected in reference: to the bond 
taken from the New Orleans, Jackson and Great Northern Rail. 
road, for the $20,000 received by said road. on account of the -3 
per cent. fund. EE 

There are many other important matters referred to in said. 
report, which it is not necessary.for me to specify, as the report 
itselfis as lucid as anything I could say on the subject; to which 
I would call your attention. 


REPORT OF ALEX. H. ARTHUR ON THE TWO

Soon after the adjournment of the last Legislature, in November, 
- 1857, I was applied to by the President of the Southern Railroad 
for a requisition on the Auditor, authorizing him to issue his warrant 
on the Treasury for the sum of $81,570 53-100 on account of the 
, two per cent fund, which appeared to be due said company upon 
the books of the Auditor, On consultation with ,the Auditor, I 
declined to authorize the payment, and in which opinion I was 
sustained by the “Auditor. Upon, the refusal of the Auditor to . 
. issue his warrant, the Southern Railroad Company applied to-the 
Circuit Court for a mandamus, which was granted as against the 
Auditor. From this decision of the Circuit Court-an appeal was 
taken to the High Court of Errors and Appeals—which case is 
stil? suspended in-said court; the case having been compromised 
‘until after the theh, next meeting of the Legislature: on the 
Auditor having agfeed to issue his warrant for the sum of $22,- 
922 40; whielí sum was manifestly due tothe company, even 
. after charging the whole of the Graves’ defalcation to the 2 and . 
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: 3 per cent. -trust fund. After thé time at which the mandamus. was 
` obtained'against the’ Auditor, I appointed Mr. -Arthur ari agent to 
` make:a thorough examination, ‘and to report to me upon the 2 and 
` S8'pér éent.:finds ; and in contiection with them, the Graves’ de- 

- falcation.- "Phis duty has been ably and faithfully performed, and 
fromm the report of Mr. Arthur, itis apparent that the sum really 
due, is $57,601 78.100, instead of $81,570 53.100, for which 
the ‘mandanius was obiained: Making a difference, and saving to 
the State, of $23,878 75:100; The legislation both of the State 
and Congress. has cléatly given this fünd to the Southern Road 
‘and the only question for-your consideration; is whether or not the 
"State will-maké good to this fund the Graves’ defalcation. If you 
should determine not to make it good, I presume‘the question will 
still-have to be settled by the Court. - In this view of the case, and 
as the money is to be expended in a very important püblie work, I 
“would recommend its payment, it being the sum: of $34,769 38.

cation of $5.043 91.100 in this-connection be disposed of. as. in 
connection with the 2 per cent. fund, and that the said sum of $95,- 
248 04.100 be re-appropriated or loaned to:said railroad companies, 
payable on or after the first day of July, 1859——avoiding thereby 
any embarrassment to the Treasury, and any question as to whether 
or not the railroad companies are entitled to the fund. And I 
would ‘suggest, that if you should adopt my recommendation of ,a 
tax of 1 of one per cent in favor of railroads, that both thig sum 
and the amount due the 2 per. cent. fund, should be paid from that 
source of revenue.

It appears to them that Mr. Merrill, the contesting member is 
entitled to his seat, whatever view: may: be. mE of the seta appli- 
cable to the facts of the case. 

The latter are few and simple. 

Abner Reeves was elected in November, 1855, one of the mem. 
bers for thé county.of Carroll and in October, 1857,: was re. 
elected. . He died soon after bis election, and on' the 19th. of Oc- 
tober, 1857,a writ of election was issued to fill the vacancy caused 
by his death, the election to take place on the 31st of October, 
7857. "This election: was held, ‘and Mr. Merrill was elected and 
was commissioned to fill :the vacancy caused by the death of 
Reeves. . He attended and sat in the pimus which. convened 
here in November, 1857. 

In August, 1858, the Governor issued another writ of election 
to fill. the vacancy.in the Legislature caused by the death of 
Reeves, and at the regular election in October Mr. Scales was 
elected without opposition. Mr. Merrill served upon him the due 
notice that he should-contest his election, and filed his petition ac- 
cordingly. On these facts, the majority report in favor-of Mr. 
Scales’ right to the seat, and upon this we take issue; ... . 

The question is presented i in two aspects ; and in either of them 
we think it demonstrable that Mr. Merrill is entitled to his seat; 

The members elected in October; 1857, were entitled to hold 
the Legislature which convened in, November, 1857, or they were 
not. If they were entitled to hold that Legislature, then it is too 
plain for argument that Mr. Merrill is entitled to his seat. We 
presume no one could be found rash enough to.contest jt.

The sole object of: this amendment ds is perfectly obvious from 
itsterms and as is demonstrable from concurrent history, wasto pro. .

single purpose of putting the proposed change into practical operation. 
It was nó part of the intention of the Legislature to subvert the 
principle of popular representation or to engraft upon the constitu- 
tion a‘new and revolutionary principlé, anti-republican in its charac-- 
ter; and destructive of the entire representive system. BEEN 

No man ean preténd that any such fatal changes were designe 
or contemplated by-tlie adoption of ‘this &mendmént ; all cotempo-' 
raneous history disproves it. The reverse is known to every intelli--' 
gent manm then in the State.’ The ‘whole scope, object, dim‘ and ` 
end of the amendment wasto provide a new point of’ time for the. 
commencement ef the terms of office of public officers. Butthere': 
were other supposed defects in the constitution and another amend- - 
ment was proposed and passed to remedy therh. ` The two amend- | 
ments were distinct and independent. Their objects different and 
disconnected. Judicial and ministerial. >` ` 2G 

It was desired to separate these elections and place them in dif-. 
ferent years, and thus have annual instead of biennial-elections.— 
The elections therefore were held in November; it was desired 
to have them in October. The Legislature previously sat in Jan- 
uary; Sessions in November were preferred. The commence- - 
ment of the Governor’s term was previously in January, but a 
change was desired to November, for the reason that ever since 
the creation of the State in 1817 the new Governor and the new 
Legislature had come in together. To accomplish these ends 
Amendment V. was proposed and adopted. It is apparent on the 
face of the amendment that its extent went no further. The his- 
tory of the times, the debates in the Legislature, the knowledge of 
all the people establish this. The amendment itself shows it as 
plainly as words can speak. It is as follows: 

* Amendment V. All general elections by the people of this 
State shall be held on the first Monday of October, and be eonelu- 
ded in one day. On the first Monday of October, 1857, and bi- 
ennially thereafter, an election shall be held for representatives in 
Congress and all State officers and members of the Legislature, 
ex cept for officers and Seriators, entitled to hold over after Novem- 
ber, 1857, who shall continue in office until their successors are 
entitled to'succeed them therein. The Legislature shall convene 
on the first Monday of November, 1857, and biennially thereafter, 
but may be- speeially convoked by the Goverfior at other tirties.— ` 
The Governor's offiéial term shall commence on' the third Monday 
of November, and that of Secretary of State, Auditor of Public Ac. 
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counts, State Treasurer and Attorney Generalon the first Monday of 
January next after his ‘atid their election ; -but the Attorney Gen- 
eral shaif hold his office ‘as beretoford; “for the term of four years. 
Gn the first Monday of October,’ 1858, and biennially thereafter, 
&u election shall be held for all county, district, judicial and. mijnis-

There is notan intimation here of any' design to change the en- 
tire principle of. representation; hitherto in torce in this and every 
State in the confederacy; to obliterate every vestige of republi- 
canism from the constitution, .and substitute in lieu of it a ridicu- 
lous travestie of a'representative commonwealth. There was nó 
design to strike a blow. at the very basis of the constitution and to 
_ destroy .its fundamentalideá. “Fhis cannot be pretended. And 

yet, ‘although it is undeniable that neither of these amendments 
were ‘designed to work such fatal changes, and that neither of itself 
does work such, yet itis conténded, and the members of the Legis- 
lature elected in 1855, acted on the opinion that, taken, together, 
they do bring about the results indicated.. — ` É 

They: do subvert the principle of representation, do overthrow 
the fundamental idea of Government; that though each was de- 
signed for specific ends, having in view merely certain modifica- 
tions of the existing framework of Government, and though not & 
man, woman or child in the State had'the remotest :3^». of bring- 
ing about such a.result, yet by some strange acciden! uu caance. 
medley, the whole system of representation was changed, without 
the knowledge and against the wish of everybody; and that legis. 
lators were no longer to come fresh from tue people informed of 
their wants and ready to relieve them, but were to be elected more 
than two years in advance of their deliberations, while those elect- 
edtwo years and more prior to themselves were to usurp their 
seats; and that this was not merely an incident of single occur- 
rence, but was to be the settled and established order of things. 

That the constitution of a sovereign State could be fundamen. 
tally changed by accident; that its ruling.idea’ could be oblitera- 
ted except upon the most delicate intentionaud by the most solemn 
action, no one familiar with the settled rule& of constitutional law, 
it seems to us,. would venture to assert. And yet the Legislature 
elected in 1855 insisted that these results had been: brought about 
unintentionally by the amendment referred to, inserted in the con- 
stitution'by themselves.. ^. . 7. 5 oi us 4f Ld d 
~ "They insisted that their own terms of office béguh in November 
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1855 were e prolonged by aenda TV to. J anoary A; D. 1858, and 
that therefore, they were entitled to hold thersessjon of November 
1857 ; that those elected in October 1857 did not. begin their term 
of office until January. 1858, and could therefore: hold no session 
until November 1859; and that allthis had.been done without.de- 
sign and in fact without the knowledge or suspicion of any body, 
until after it all had been accomplished. ` 'That'able Lawyers and 
intelligent legislators rould have so:held is. but. another proof of 
the unfitness of à man to be a judge in a- matter in which he-has a 
direct interest. 

To hold that such results could be brought about in such 
a manner is contrary to the settled rules ofconstruing constitutions 
and against the fixed principles of constitutional law ; and however 
clear the words of the law might be that wrought such change and 
however unambiguous, they could not be legitimately 0 constru- 
ed. Ifthey could not have a different construction, if they were 
incapable of being satisfactorily explained, if they could not be re- 
conciled and made harmonious with the fixed policy and funda- 
mental idea of the government, they should be disregarded alto- 
gether: they should be stricken out of the instrument, and held for 
nought; and this from necessity. For it is better that a single 
phrase or paragraph of the constitution should be treated as a nullity 
than that the vital principle of the whole should wither and perish. . 

Let any one who doubts the truth of ihese legal principles con. 
sult Story's Commentaries on the constitution, wherein he lays 
down the rules of construction of those written forms of govern- 
ment, and he will not, hesitate for a moment to reject the idea that 
it is possible to destroy the governmental framework of a written 
constitution by accident or inadvertance.. The thing is simply and 
necessarily impossible. 

But indepeneent of this view, the legitimate and tair construction 
of these two amendments is not the object contended for. By 
two methods of construction each aqually legitimate, the mem- 
bers of the Legislature elected in 1855, were not entitled to. hold 
beyond October, 1857 ; while, by a third, that of gathering, the 1 in- 
tent ofthe law from its scope, object, context and history, the same 
result will be attained. 

This report has already been so eleborated that these, coristruc- 
tions will be but briefly hintedat. "The firstis to hold that a mem- 
ber of the Legislature is not an. “officer” at all; and that he is 
therefore not included in amendment IV åtal. | . 

There are several provisions in both amendments which go U 
show that members ofthe Legislature were not included in amend. 
ment IV. One is: that all the «public officers”. mentioned in 
amendment IV are to hold until their successors shall be qualified.’

The committee upon the Blind Asylum, “have had d o sibjects 
submitted to their consideration under examination, and have i in- 
structed me to report — 

That the sum appropriated at the last session of the Leciplsturs 
for the support of this institution for the year 1858,"as well as, for 
the year 1859, being the sum of four thousand dollars- per annum, 
is entirely. inadequate to the. wants of this noble charity, which, 
founded by the Síate, looks to it alone for its maintenance. 

Your committee are satisfied from their investigations | into the : 
affairs of the Asylum, that less than the sum of six thousand. dol- 
lars per annum will not answer the absolute necessities of tlie pa. 
tients and recipients of the bou ty of-the State. 

: The trustees, to whom its affairs have been committed, have 
asked of your cómmittee higlier appropriations than that asked by 
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your committee. "They think that not less than seven thousand 

dollars will relieve the wants. of the Asylum. Your’ committee- 
are, however, of the opinion that six thousand dollars will, per- 

haps, answer the end, with judicious and careful manage- 

ment, and have accordingly instructed me to ask that sum at the 

hands of the Legislature, in lieu of al! former appropriations. - 

Your committee further are of opinion that the laws now in force 
regulating this Asylum, should be so framed as to permit the prin- 
cipal teacher to nominate the subordinate teachers, subject to the 
ratification of the board of trustees. “An authority of this kind is 
due to the teaching'head of^the institution. It gives him that con- 
trol and direction over its interna] affairs essential to its hgrmoni- 
ous management, and does not conflict with the final and ultimate 
authority of the trustees, - do 

Your committee also are of opinion. that power be conferred 
upon the trustees to sell a vacant lot belonging to the institution, 
if in their opinion the public interest require it, the proceeds of- 
said sale to be paid into the State Treasury.

The undersigned, a minority of your committee, to whom was 
re-committed the bill “to aid in repairing and perfecting the Levee 
on the Mississippi river in the counties of DeSoto, Tunica, &c.," 
respectfully but earnestly dissent from the majority report of said 
committee. - 

The bill is an extraordinary one in many particulars. It asks 
this Legislature to clothe a corporation with power subversive of 
the rights of a large portion of the citizens of the State, and or- 
ganizes a government in it scarcely with less power than that . 
claimed and exercised by the State authorities. 

This mammoth corporation is to have its President, Secretary 
and Treasurer, and all minor officers it may think proper to create. 
It asks power to tax the citizens of an area greater than several 
States of the Union for five years, and to disburse the hard earn- 
ings wrung from an unwilling people, under the pretext that it can 
and will disburse more to the benefit of the tax payer than he can 
himself. l 

It asks to issue and circulate a paper medium for half a million 
of dollars, to purchase and hold land without restriction. 

It asks power to assume and to pay all the indebtedness that 
several counties may be under three years hence—no limitation 
in amount. 

It asks power to discriminate against one county and a fraction 
of two others (probably because the territory is small and popula- 
tion sparse, and few to advocate their rights in this House) in this. 
—it authorizes the Board of Police and other county officers in 
several of the river counties to collect and disburse the funds raised 
in said counties, but prohibits any such privileges to one county on 
the Yazoo, and parts of two other ceunties. 

These are not a tithe of the extraordinary powers asked for by 
this corporation.

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As one of the Kepresentatives of-our State in the national Le- 
gislature; it would afford me peculiar gratification to-present be- 
fore you a history of the legislation of the late session of Congress 
touching important questions in which you are. vitally interested ; 
to declare my views upon the issues which. have been forced upon 
the South by the abolitionists of the North ; and to. State the result 
of my observations at the National Metropolis while, engaged. in 
the service of the people of Mississippi, and. the conclusions at 
which I have arrived; but this pleasing duty I am tor the present, 
compelled to forego. ee ee 

I will embrace the occasion to. remark, however, that the rapid 
increase. and growing power of the sectional organization which 
has for its object the destruc'ion of, the. Southern. institutions and 
tlie degradation arid dishonor of Mississippi and. her sister South. 
ern States, impose upon them obligationg.which a due regard for 
. „their own safety -will-not permit them to neglect.

That they have feled the Penitentiary, examined its various 
departments, and found the same well ordered under the very effi- 
cient Superintendent Mr. A. M. Hardin. 

Your committee take pleasure in testifyiug to the very kind and 
courteous treatment received at the hands of said Superintendent, 
during the progress of their examination of the accounts, vouchers 
and books appertaining to the institution. 

Your committee have examined all the books and accounts for 
each month, with vouchers, from February 1856, until October 
1858, inclusive. 

This period embraced the expenditure of an appropriation made 
by the Legislature of 1256 of six thousand dollars, and also the appro- 
priation of forty thousand dollars made by the last Legislature. All 
of which appropriations have been faithfully applied and properly ec- 
counted for by vouchers. Fordetailsin reference to these expendi- 
tures, see published reports of the officers of the Penitentiary. 

The building erected for a cotton factory is two hundred feet 
long by sixty-six feet wide, and is such a building as meets the 
wants of the institution. It will accommodate machinery enough 
to work over two hundred hands, and the engine has sufficient 
power to run all the machinery the building will contain.

‘rected, was, tho; condition ofthe buildings, and the accommodations 
of the patients, relating directly to their health and comiort, as in-

dispensible to the success and usefulness of this Institution. "hey 
found the floors of the wards and ‘sells perfectly clean, and the 
appearance of the inmates cleanly, but in all the wards there is & 
strong and unpleasant stench arising from the, water closets. The 
committee are informed that it has been incressing for sevéral years, 
and some members of your committee know this to'be true. This 
is a serious evil, and must be prejudicial to the health of the 
patients, It'was foreseen by Dr. Langley, . (the former Surperin- 
tendent,) and by the present Superintendent that this stench would 
increase, and could only b» remedied by fixing iron instead of 
leaden pipes to the water closets, with such an arrangement as 
would produce a downward instead of an upward current of air - 
through the pipes. Dr. Williamson, the present Superintendent, 
has ordered suitable pipes for this purpose, and this intolerable 
stench which strikes the sense of every person who enters aou fue 
of the wards will soon be removed. Your‘committee have learned 
upon further examination that there is a deficiency in the supply.of 
blankets and bedding for the patients during the winter season, but 
the committee have been assured. by the- Superintendent that this 
deficency shall at once be supplied. By joint resolution of the two 
Houses, your committee were authorized to send for persons and 
papers, with a view to inquire into the truth ofall tumors andeom.- 
plaints as to ill usage of the patients at the hands of the officers 
and employees of the Asylum. - Your committee take pleasure in 
stating that upon investigation {hey can find aiothing to-justify such 
rumors.or complaints. Neither-have they been able to discover 
any just ground for rumors of immoral conduct ofi the part of offi. 
cers and employees of the Asylum, although the committee: have 
given their special and unremitting attention in making this inves. 
tigation. à 

The next thing to which the committee would call your special 
attention is the financial condition of tliis Institution, and'they -re- 
gret to say that they cannot speak in favorable terms of the manner 
in which the appropriations for the support of the A&ylum' have 
been disbursed. There appears to have been none of the ordinary 
checks imposed upon the disbursements:of money or the making of 
purchases, although the By-Laws adopted by the Trustees, require 
that every voucher shall be audited and allówed by a committee: of 
the Board. Yet your committée have found-that this necessary and 
indispensible rule has been wholly neglected;-and the whole of the 
sum appropriated for the support of the Asylum has been disbursed 
by the Steward and Superintendent, without “any direetión of the 
Trustees,’ or any examination of the vouchers by the-atditiiig com- 
mittee. Under such a loose system of managétüent it would “be 
matter of‘astonishment if there-Wwas not-wasteful and: urninece&étiry 
expenditüré of money.
